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Report  of  the 
Finance  Committee 


To  the  Moderator,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Citizens  of  Williamsburg: 

The  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  submit  a  bud- 
get to  the  Town  Meeting;  to  investigate  all  proposals  in 
the  articles  of  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  making  recommendations;  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  extraordinary  and  unforeseen  ex- 
penses for  any  department  during  the  fiscal  year;  and  to 
meet  with  every  Town  committee  to  discuss  their  expendi- 
tures of  the  previous  year  and  to  approve,  or  not,  their 
budgets  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  met  fifteen  times  between  the 
1967  Town  Meeting  and  Feb.  7,  1968.  At  seven  meetings 
we  discussed  the  1968  budgets  with  various  committees, 
and  the  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  1968  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  At  four  meetings  we  transferred  a  total  of 
$3,295.90  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  cover  unforeseen 
expenses  in  several  Town  Departments,  details  of  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Accountant's  report.  The  increase  in 
the  calls  for  transfers  was  due  largely  to  the  heavy  snows 
of  1967.  Members  attended  two  meetings  of  the  Regional 
School  Committee  when  the  financial  needs  of  that  com- 
mittee were  discussed.  Eight  members  attended  an  Am- 
herst meeting  of  all  the  Town  Finance  Committees  of 
Western  Massachusetts.  Six  members  attended  a  meeting 
of  all  officers  and  committees  of  the  Town  to  plan  for 
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better  coordination  between  committees  and  for  better 
understanding-  of  handling  the  Town's  business. 

The  Committee  is  much  concerned  over  the  mounting 
expenses,  and  we  find  each  year  that  it  costs  more  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  Massachusetts  laws,  especial- 
ly as  they  concern  the  schools  and  the  Health  Department. 
Williamsburg  continues  to  request  services  which  call  for 
considerable  outlays,  and  your  Finance  Committee  finds  it 
increasingly  difficult  to  discover  ways  and  means  to  pro- 
vide these  services  and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  the  tax 
rate  down. 

The  Finance  Committee  can  only  recommend,  and  we 
urge  the  citizens  to  look  very  carefully  at  every  item  in 
the  proposed  expenditures  for  1968,  and  realize  that  every 
$7,000  of  appropriations  means  $1.00  on  the  tax  rate. 

We  have  recommended  the  use  of  available  funds  wher- 
ever it  seemed  advantageous. 

We  leave  the  decisions  in  your  hands.

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In  addition  to  the  necessary  field  work,  the  Board  met 
every  week  during  the  year  except  on  two  occasions.  Meet- 
ings are  presently  held  on  Wednesday  evenings  at  7:30 
P.M.  at  the  Town  Office. 

All  State  and  County  meetings  were  attended  by  one  or 
more  members  of  the  Board  and  Chairman  Edwards 
attended  the  Assessors'  School  held  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  in  Amherst. 

The  estimated  receipts  this  year  of  $78,730.04  from  the 
sales  and  use  tax  represents  approximately  $11.00  on  the 
tax  rate. 

Statutory  exemptions  totaling  $17,770.50  were  granted 
this  year.  This  amount  represents  approximately  $2.50  on 
the  tax  rate.  The  cost  of  these  exemptions  has  been  rising 
steadily  every  year,  and  proposed  legislation  further 
liberalizing  these  exempt  clauses  will  increase  the  cost 
even  more. 

It  has  been  said  that  "the  only  thing  that  is  constant  is 
change.  It  has  been  ten  years  since  the  Town  of  Williams- 
burg had  its  revaluation.  In  order  to  maintain  equaliza- 
tion it  is  recommended  that  this  should  be  done  at  least 
every  ten  years.  Conditions  have  changed  in  Williams- 
burg, and  we,  the  Board  of  Assessors,  feel  that  inequities 
in  many  properties,  particularly  in  land  values,  have  crept 
in.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Town  give  serious 
consideration  to  another  revaluation  in  order  to  maintain 
its  equalized  values.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


Water  in  the  storage  reservoir  remained  at  a  high  level 
all  during  1967  requiring  little  use  of  the  gravel  packed 
well.  Approximately  fifty-five  million  gallons  were  used. 
According  to  State  reports  the  ground  water  showed  a 
minimum  of  color  and  minerals. 

During  the  summer,  both  the  interior  and  exterior  of 
the  well  house  were  cleaned  and  painted  as  well  as  the 
interior  of  the  chlorinator  house.  Brush  was  cut  on  the 
watershed  and  on  the  face  of  the  dam  at  the  main  storage 
reservoir. 

There  were  five  renewals  of  services.  Two  meters  and 
six  new  services  were  installed.

Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  organized  with  Mrs.  Marcia  Graves,  chair- 
man, Dr.  J.  R.  Hobbs,  secretary  and  Edgar  Hutchins  as 
the  third  member. 

All  establishments  serving  food  or  dinners  were  in- 
spected and  granted  licenses.  Milk  dealers,  milk  producers 
and  sellers  of  milk  were  licensed.  Dairy  barns  were  in- 
spected and  granted  certificates.  Many  licenses  for  septic 
tanks  were  granted;  some  to  new  homes  and  others  to 
remodeled  homes.  We  are  pleased  with  the  size  of  the  lot 
as  required  by  the  building  code  as  it  will  eliminate  many 
sewerage  problems  in  the  future.  We  are  now  concerned 
with  the  problems  resulting  from  converting  single  dwell- 
ings into  multiple  dwellings  where  there  is  insufficient 
land  for  proper  sewerage. 

One  dwelling  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion and  placarded  as  dangerous  to  health.  The  conditions 
must  be  corrected  or  the  building  demolished. 

This  fall  the  Board  met  with  all  the  other  town  com- 
mittees to  discuss  the  application  of  the  building  code.  We 
are  still  having  some  difficulty  getting  people  to  apply  for 
building  permits  before  remodeling  or  building  as  re- 
quired by  law.  It  was  decided  by  all  that  the  building 
inspector  would  have  to  strictly  enforce  the  code  and 
report  to  all  committees  interested. 

As  far  as  the  Board  of  Health  knows  there  are  no  plans 
for  the  immediate  future  as  far  as  town  sewerage  is  con- 
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cerned,  and  may  not  be  for  many  years.  It  becomes  more 
necessary  for  the  Board  of  Health  to  insist  on  compliance 
with  the  sanitary  code  in  regard  to  proper  sanitation  in 
certain  dwellings  which  may  be  causing  a  nuisance. 

In  the  spring  a  measles  clinic  was  conducted  in  the 
schools  with  the  combined  help  of  Dr.  Hemenway,  Mrs. 
Fox,  Mrs.  Madison  and  the  Board  of  Health.

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Report  of  the  Director  of 
Civil  Defense 


I  was  appointed  to  the  post  of  Civil  Defense  director  in 
the  latter  part  of  December  1966,  shortly  after  Mr.  Carl 
Hemenway  left  us.   I  was  reappointed  for  the  year  1967. 

I  consider  this  work  most  important  and  serious  and 
can  honestly  say  that  all  members  of  the  Williamsburg 
Civil  Defense  have  worked  very  diligently.  By  this  I  mean 
the  people  who  participated  in  certain  parts  of  forming 
the  basis  of  the  town  Civil  Defense  program. 

In  March  of  1967,  we  had  a  class  in  radiological  defense 
instruments  familiarization,  which  would  lead  the  town 
to  receive  radiological  monitoring  equipment,  free  from 
the  Federal  Government.  We  now  have  four  monitoring 
stations  set  up  in  the  two  towns.  They  have  been  dis- 
tributed as  follows:  the  town  office  in  Haydenville,  How- 
ard Sanderson's  home,  the  Helen  E.  James  School  and 
Harry  Warner's  home.  We  feel  that  these  particular 
positions  give  the  town  good  coverage.  We  received  this 
equipment  in  December  of  1967,  as  a  result  of  the  16  hour 
monitoring  course  in  which  24  people  participated.  All 
24  completed  the  course  and  received  certificates.  As  a 
point  of  interest,  I  have  been  informed  that  this  was  a 
first  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts. 

In  August  of  1967,  we  had  a  Light  Duty  Rescue  Class 
and  the  subjects  taught  in  this  course  were  as  follows: 
Rescue  exercise,  Rescue  in  Survival  Planning,  Care  and 
Use  of  Trucks,  Tools  and  Equipment,  Rescue  from 
Limited  Heights.  At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank  the 
people  at  Noble  Manufacturing  and  the  Williamsburg 
Grange  for  the  use  of  their  buildings.  We  also  studied 
Shoring  and  Bracing,  Emergency  Control  to  Damaged 
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Utilities,  Casualty  Simulation  and  Tackle  Reeving.  The 
town  paid  for  the  instructors'  rooms  and  meals  and  the 
State  paid  for  the  course. 

We  sent  four  men  to  the  Topsfield  Fire  Training"  Acad- 
emy where  they  learned  a  great  deal.  Needless  to  say,  this 
fire  fighting  training  is  of  much  value  to  the  town. 

In  July,  we  completed  our  program  papers  to  qualify 
the  town  for  surplus  property,  and  in  September,  we  took 
our  first  trip  to  the  surplus  warehouse.  We  purchased 
materials  costing  the  Government  $1,391,64  for  $42.00. 
We  went  again  in  September  and  purchased  equipment 
at  the  Government  cost  of  $2,000.00  for  $109.00.  Obvious- 
ly, under  this  program,  the  town  has  been  able  to  purchase 
articles  which  would  be  normally  out  of  its  reach.  In 
December,  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  1961  Chevrolet 
station  wagon  for  $50.00.  The  car  is  in  good  condition 
except  for  painting  and  cleaning,  which  will  be  done  at 
Smith's  Vocational  School.  We  also  purchased  a  street 
and  sidewalk  sweeper  for  $46.75.  With  a  few  repairs  it 
will  be  in  excellent  condition.  These  will  be  dispersed  to 
the  Fire  Department  and  the  Town  Highway  Department. 

Expenditures  for  the  Year  1967 
We  started  with  $777.62  and  asked  the  finance  commit- 
tee for  an  additional  $151.00,  which  they  granted.  The 
total  budget  then  amounting  $928.62.

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Selectmen's  Report 


The  Selectmen,  according  to  usual  custom,  held  meet- 
ings every  Monday  evening  at  7: 30  except  when  a  holiday 
forced  a  change  of  date.  Meetings  were  held  at  two-week 
intervals  during  the  summer  months  of  July  and  August. 

The  work  of  the  Selectmen  involves  matters  pertaining 
to  town  affairs.  Routine  matters  coming  before  the  Board 
involve  the  checking,  approval  and  signing  of  town  finan- 
cial warrants  each  week.  They  must  approve  all  licenses 
for  liquor  establishments  (under  state  supervision)  and 
must  issue  special  licenses  and  permits  required  for  food 
distribution  in  the  Town.  They  have  the  supervision  of 
the  spending  of  money  which  is  used  on  our  roads.  This 
being  the  money  which  was  appropriated  at  the  annual 
town  meeting.  The  State  authorities  in  turn  keep  a  close 
watch  on  our  spending. 

During  the  past  year,  we  were  held  up  on  finishing  the 
new  lay-out  for  the  Mountain  Street  location,  but  feel 
sure  that  this  will  be  completed  in  1968.  In  last  year's 
report,  we  stated  that  Chapter  90  construction  funds  were 
allocated  to  the  repair  of  the  Haydenville  bridge  and  that 
this  would  be  completed  in  1967,  but  due  to  conditions 
beyond  our  control,  it  has  been  put  ahead  until  1968. 

Following  the  orders  of  the  annual  town  meeting,  the 
Board  appointed  the  minor  officers  of  the  Town,  a  matter 
of  about  fifty  such  selections  and  commissions.

Note:  During  the  week  of  March  20th,  Mr.  Ross, 
while  driving  down  Main  Street  in  Williamsburg, 
suffered  a  fatal  heart  attack. 

Mar.  27 :  Due  to  the  death  of  Stanley  Ross,  Martin  J. 
Dunphy  was  appointed  to  act  as  secretary  of  the 
Board. 

April  3:  Bids  were  opened  for  the  purchase  of  new 
truck  for  the  Highway  Dept.  and  on  April  17,  the 
orders  tfor  the  truck  and  sander  were  made  out. 

April  24:  Bids  on  two-way  radio  for  police  were  re- 
jected due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  not  properly 
advertised. 

Filed  an  application  for  loan  of  $185,000.00  with  the 
U.S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture  of  Farmers  Home  Admin- 
istration for  the  street  sewer. 

May  22:  Warrant  for  the  election  of  one  selectman 
for  three  years  to  replace  Stanley  Ross  who  died,  was 
drawn  up  and  signed. 

June  5:  Robert  Smart  elected  the  third  member  of 
the  Board  by  vote  of  the  town  at  the  special  election. 

June  5:  Increased  the  insurance  on  the  Town  Hall 
from  $31,000.  to  $45,000. 

July  24:  Robert  Otis  resigned  as  building  inspector 
effective  July  1,  1967. 

August  7:  Representative  of  Tighe  and  Bond  con- 
ferred with  the  Board  pertaining  to  sewer  (number 
of  places  sewer  crosses  Route  9  and  method  of  re- 
pairing road  after  sewer  is  installed,  etc.) 

August  21:  Benjamin  Willcutt  appointed  to  the  office 
of  Building  Inspector. 
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September  18:  Selectmen  from  the  five  towns  of  the 
Regional  School  membership  met  to  hear  a  progress 
report  and  favored  allowing  the  committee  to  borrow 
$250,000.00  to  purchase  land  and  do  necessary  grad- 
ing. 

September  30:  Special  Town  meeting  was  called  for 
October  9,  1967. 

October  9:    Articles  for  Special  Town  Meeting  as 
follows: 

I.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  the  Winter  Highway  Ac- 
count, this  sum  to  be  transferred  from  available  funds. 

Passed  Unanimously 

II.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,500.00  from  the  1967  Truck  and 
Tractor  Earnings  Account  to  the  1967  Truck  and  Trac- 
tor Expense  Account. 

Passed  Unanimously 

III.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  approve  the  sum 
of  $160.00  for  Bridges  and  Railings  Account  of  1966 
from  available  funds. 

Passed  Unanimously 

IV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
$250,000.00  indebtedness  authorized  by  the  Regional 
District  School  Committee  on  the  Hampshire  Region- 
al School  District  on  September  18,  1967,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  a  site  and  preparing  architec- 
tural and  engineering  plans  for  the  construction  of  a 
school  building. 

Passed  Unanimously  —  by  count  of  181. 

October  30:  Bids  for  police  and  highway  radio  were 
opened  and  the  order  was  placed  for  same.  Due  to 
the  fact  we  did  not  have  enough  money  to  purchase 
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a  complete  system,  we  feel  this  is  a  good  start  and 
little  by  little  we  can  add  to  it  until  it  until  it  is 
completed.

This  coming  year  I  am  requesting  an  increase  from 
two  thousand  dollars  to  three  thousand  dollars  in  the 
Tree  Warden  account  because  of  the  rising  costs  of 
hiring  competant  tree  men  for  topping,  pruning  and 
other  operations  in  the  care  of  our  shade  trees.  It 
seems  a  shame  that  a  tree  that  has  lived  for  years  and 
furnished  us  shade  and  beauty  should  be  allowed  to 
die  for  the  lack  of  a  few  dollars  for  sanitation  work 
or  fertilizer.  I  also  feel  our  planting  program  should 
be  accelerated. 

The  Department  of  Natural  Resources  people  did 
scout  the  town  for  me  looking  for  diseased  Elm  trees. 
I  would  like  to  mention  here  that  this  work  is  done  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town  because  for  every  one  hundred 
dollars  we  expend  over  our  liability  the  town  receives 
one  day  of  work  from  one  of  their  crews.  I  am  sorry 
to  report  that  we  did  not  enjoy  the  usual  cooperation 
from  the  utilities  and  hope  it  can  be  restored  next  year. 
Forty-five  public  trees  and  fifty-nine  private  trees  have 
been  removed  and  disposed  of.  We  still  have  two 
stubs  and  two  full  trees  to  remove. 

Under  the  Moth  Account  we,  as  last  year,  sprayed 
all  roadsides  in  conjunction  with  Chapter  81  funds.  All

woodlands  have  been  scouted  and  I  am  happy  to  re- 
port we  have  no  moth  problem  at  this  time,  also  noted 
that  since  spray  operations  have  been  curtailed  con- 
siderably we  have  many  more  song  birds  in  our  wood- 
lands.

The  Planning  Board  held  20  regular  meetings,  two 
special  meetings  with  the  Selectmen,  one  special  meeting 
with  the  School  Committee  and  conducted  one  Public 
Hearing.  Members  attended  the  New  England  Law 
Institute  Symposium,  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional 
Planning  Commission  and  met  with  various  town  boards. 

Mr.  Ernest  J.  Bramen  was  nominated  chairman  and 
Miss  Cora  L.  Warner  was  reappointed  clerk. 

Mr.  Ernest  J.  Bramen  was  reappointed  by  the  select- 
men for  a  five  year  term  and  Mr.  Peter  Shumway  was 
appointed  to  fill  a  three  year  term. 

Mr.  J.  Howard  Buffam  resigned  as  representative  to 
the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
Mr.  Peter  Shumway  was  elected  to  represent  the  Planning 
Board  and  Mr.  Harry  W.  Warner,  Jr.,  was  named  alter- 
nate by  the  selectmen. 

The  Planning  Board  received  six  plot  plans  under  which 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law  did  not  apply  and  were  so 
recorded. 

Two  articles  were  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  for  in- 
clusion in  the  1966  Town  Warrant  and  were  subsequently 
passed ; 
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Article  17  —  Purchase  of  Street  Signs 
Atricle  35  —  Minimum  frontage  150  feet 

Projects  under  study: 

1.  Consultant 

2.  Town  Official  Base  Map 

3.  Mosquito  Control 

4.  Improvement  to  Petticoat  Hill  Reservation

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

In  my  report  of  last  year  it  was  noted  that  a  more 
concentrated  effort  was  being  directed  toward  rendering 
more  extensive  social  case  work  to  recipients  of  assis- 
tance. This  effort  has  proven  fruitful  during  the  past 
year  and  families  with  problems  were  helped  in  many 
ways. 

The  prospects  of  reduced  welfare  costs,  however,  ap- 
pear rather  dim  in  the  face  of  Federal  Poverty  Agencies 
encouraging  people  to  apply  for  assistance  even  to  the 
extent  of  leaving  jobs.  This  will  have  special  significance 
in  the  future  since  there  are  many  low  income  families 
moving  into  the  area. 

The  town  appropriated  a  total  of  $55,300.  for  all  types 
of  assistance,  including  administration  for  1967.  A  sub- 
stantial amount  of  this  was  reimbursed  by  the  state  and 
reverted  to  the  town  treasury.  Of  this  amount  53,847.81 
was  expended  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,452.19.  In  addition 
to  the  town  appropriation  there  was  a  federal  appropria- 
tion balance  of  $21,716.96.  During  the  year  an  additional 
$46,225.55  was  received  from  the  federal  government 
making  a  total  of  $67,942.51.  Of  this  amount  $56,832.94 
was  expended  leaving  a  balance  of  $9,109.57  available 
for  1968. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  town  appropriation  of  $28,900. 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  first  6  months  of  1968.  As  of 
July  1,  1968  the  state  will  assume  the  responsibility  of 
the  entire  public  assistance  program  in  accordance  with 
an  act  of  the  state  legislature  passed  during  the  1967 
session. 
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By  combining  with  staff  of  the  city  of  Northampton, 
Williamsburg  has  been  assured  of  the  services  of  a  full 
time  qualified  personnel.  In  keeping  with  the  needs  for 
rendering  adequate  social  services  in  1968  it  is  recom- 
mended that  8/9  of  the  cost  of  a  full  time  social  worker 
be  included  in  the  1968  budget,  as  well  as  8/9  of  the  cost 
of  a  clerk.  The  provision  for  this  has  been  included  in 
the  request  for  the  appropriation  of  $28,900  and  supple- 
mented by  the  federal  grants  available. 

Surplus  government  foods  have  been  available  to 
recipients  of  public  assistance  in  Williamsburg  as  well 
as  to  non  recipients  of  low  income  who  qualify  in  accor- 
dance with  standards  established  for  this  purpose.  These 
have  been  distributed  through  efforts  of  volunteers 
headed  by  Mr.  Dunphy. 

On  July  1,  1968  the  state  will  assume  the  full  respon- 
sibility of  the  administration  o  fall  public  assistance.  As 
of  July  1  local  Board  of  Public  Welfare  are  abolished  and 
all  local  public  welfare  employees  become  employees  of 
the  state. 

The  new  law  also  contains  some  significant  changes 
including  the  abolishment  of  children's  responsibility  to 
contribute  to  their  parents  in  Old  Age  Assistance  and 
Disability  Assistance,  the  abolishment  of  the  placing  of 
liens  on  property  in  Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  abolish- 
ment of  a  residence  requirement  for  eligibility.  At  present 
persons  must  have  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  state 
prior  to  application  to  be  eligible  for  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Disability  Assistance  or  Aid  to  Families  With  Dependent 
Children. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  for  a  very  pleasant 
relationship  with  your  board  and  the  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity and  for  the  excellent  cooperation  received  during 
the  period  I  was  priviledged  to  serve  you.

During  the  1966-67  winter  sesason  this  depart- 
ment had  to  work  twenty-eight  different  storms.  There 
were  twenty-one  snow  storms  with  a  total  accumlation 
of  ninety-six  inches  of  snow  and  seven  sleet,  freezing 
rain  or  rain  storms  that  required  salting  and  sanding. 
More  than  two  hundred  tons  of  chemical  and  three 
thousand  tons  of  sand  were  used  to  fight  these  storms. 

We  had  to  request  an  additional  two  thousand  dol- 
lars at  fall  Special  Town  Meeting  to  assure  sanding 
and  removal  of  snow  until  December  31st. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION  $17,400.00 

This  account  again  has  to  be  carried  over  until 
next  year  for  two  reasons.  The  first  being  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  main  office  in  Boston  has 
not  yet  approved  the  plans  and  specifications  sub- 
mitted to  them  by  the  District  Two  office  in  North- 
ampton on  the  repairs  of  the  Legion  Bridge  on  Bridge 
Street  in  Haydenville.  The  second  is  that  we  have  not 
been  able  to  negotiate  with  the  landnowners  on  the 
Mountain  Street  cutoff  on  the  value  of  land  we  need 
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there.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  acquiring  this 
land  by  condemnation. 

TOWN  CONSTRUCTION  AND 

RECONSTRUCTION  $0,000.00 

This  account  was  voted  down  at  last  annual  Town 
Meeting.  This  was  a  real  disappointment  to  me  as 
over  the  past  few  years  we  have  improved  short  sec- 
tions of  various  streets  including  reconstructing  sec- 
tions of  Hydes  Hill  Road,  Village  Hill  Road  Depot  Road 
and  Adams  Road,  also  a  blacktop  overlay  on  Conway 
Road. 

I  would  very  much  like  to  see  this  program  put 
back  into  effect  this  coming  year. 

MAINTENANCE  ACCOUNTS      Chap81  $17,850.00 

Chap  90    $  6,000.00 

This  money  has  been  expended  on  all  roads,  for 
the  most  part,  on  all  regular  and  routine  maintenance 
work.  We  did  do  three  mix-in— place  jobs  which  I  feel 
even  though  more  expensive  than  sealing  is  much  more 
satisfactory  because  not  only  is  the  surface  sealed  but 
it  is  possible  to  take  out  most  of  the  depressions  and 
humps  while  working  with  more  materials.  We  also 
did  some  permanent  work  on  drainage  installations  as 
well  as  widening  on  various  streets. 

CHAPTER  679  $8,987.46 

This  account  was  expended  to  rebuild  twenty- 
four  hundred  feet  of  Adams  Road  starting  where  the 
hard  surface  ended  and  preceeding  Westerly.  This 
work  included  widening,  alignment  improvement  and 
hard  surfacing.  This  work  was  done  at  no  cost  to  the 
town  it  being  a  special  grant  from  the  State. 
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BRIDGES  AND  RAILS  ACCOUNT 


$4,650.00 


Much  repairing  of  plank  deck  bridges  was  done 
this  past  year.  We  replaced  one  of  these  structures 
on  Depot  Road  with  a  mental  pipe  installation  and  im- 
proved approaches  at  that  spot  plus  some  widening  of 
the  road.  We  still  have  many  bridge  problems  and 
I  would  like  to  see  a  committee  formed  to  study  and 
make  recommendations  on  this  problem. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  Department 
heads,  Town  Officials  and  others  for  the  fine  coopera- 
tion received  from  them  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Fire  Department 


Fire  calls  answeder  with  men  and  apparatus  were  as 
follows:  16  grass,  brush  and  woodland,  7  chimney,  3 
buildings,  4  vehicle,  2  dump,  1  mutual  aid  and  1  miscel- 
laneous. 

Our  total  number  of  fire  calls  was  less  than  it  has  been 
for  many  years.  This  was  partly  due  to  a  rainy  spring 
and  fall,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  townspeople  have 
been  more  cooperative  and  realize  the  danger  of  fires. 

Training  sessions  are  held  weekly.  This  keeps  the  men 
familiar  with  their  equipment,  pumps,  ladders,  hose 
lines,  etc.  Four  men  spent  three  days  attending  a  fire 
school  in  Topsfield,  Mass.  Eighteen  men  took  a  two-day 
rescue  course  in  town.  Both  of  these  were  sponsored  by 
our  Civil  Defense  Director.  Eight  men  spent  three  days 
attending  a  Western  Massachusetts  Fire  Training  Aca- 
demy Course  at  Westover  Air  Force  Base.  Three  men 
spent  three  days  attending  Fire  Officers'  Conferences  at 
the  University  of  Connecticut,  and  three  men  spent  five 
days  at  the  New  Haven  Fire  School.  Firefighters  train- 
ing is  very  important  to  the  fire  service,  and  we  are 
planning  a  more  extensive  training  program  in  the  future. 

Our  new  Civil  Defense  Director,  Ernest  Bramen,  has 
been  most  cooperative  and  has  obtained  for  us  numerous 
pieces  of  equipment  from  the  State  surplus. 

Everyone  should  know  their  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

of  the  telephone  book,  under  Fire  Department,  in  alpha- 
betical listing,  and  under  WILLIAMSBURG,  Town  of. 

Our  firefighters  attended  numerous  firemen's  musters 
and  were  awarded  a  trophy  for  winning  the  most  points 
in  firefighting  events  throughout  the  year. 

The  new  one-thousand  gallon  pumper  in  the  Hayden- 
ville  Station  has  brought  us  up  to  the  standard  required 
by  the  New  England  Insurance  Rating  Association.  Our 
four  engines  plus  three  portable  pumps,  give  us  a  pump- 
ing capacity  of  3500  gallons  per  minute.  We  have  a 
booster  tank  capacity  of  2000  gallons  of  water.  Engine 
number  1  and  Engine  number  2  are  carrying  4200  feet 
of  large  hose  plus  the  required  small  hose  and  equipment 
as  set  forth  by  the  National  Fire  Prevention  Association. 

The  schools  are  inspected  periodically  and  found  to  be 
in  good  condition.  All  personnel  can  be  cleared  from  the 
buildings  in  less  than  one  minute. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  done  a  splendid  job  of  keep- 
ing our  town  dump  in  good  condition.  We  have  had  less 
calls  to  this  area  this  year. 

The  siren  in  the  Haydenville  station  is  badly  in  need 
of  repair  and  should  be  replaced.  It  was  purchased 
second-hand  sometime  before  World  War  II. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  town  officials  and  other  departments  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year,  and  especially  to  the  men 
on  this  department  who  have  spent  many  hours  in  keep- 
ing equipment  in  repair  and  answering  calls  day  or  night 
in  all  kind  of  weather.

The  five  members  appointed  under  Article  43  of  the 
warrant  for  1963  Annual  Town  Meeting,  have  met  and 
organized  on  a  temporary  basis  as  follows : 
Moderator  John  H.  Breguet,  Chairman 
Chm.  Board  of  Selectmen,  Fred  Smith,  Vice  Chm. 
Town  Accountant,  Warren  E.  McAvoy,  Treasurer 
Member  -  Precinct  A.,  Lewis  H.  Black,  Secretary 
Member  -  Precinct  B.,  Leonard  Walpole 

As  of  October  1,  1967,  there  was  $1,015.44  on  deposit 
in  the  Haydenville  Savings  Bank. 

Committee  reports  for  the  150th  Celebration  in  1921, 
and  175th  Celebration  in  1946,  have  been  secured  and 
studied. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  Article  31  of  the  Warrant 
for  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting,  this  committee  has  voted 
to  expand  by  adding  five  members  from  Precinct  A  and 
five  members  from  Precinct  B.  This  expanded  committee 
to  be  know  henceforth  as  the  "Two-hundreth  Anniversary 
Committee"  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  200th 
Anniversary  celebration  in  1971. 

Escalation  of  the  committee's  activities  may  be  ex- 
pected soon  with  suggestions  and  offers  of  aid  from  other 
interested  citizens  welcomed.

During  1967,  many  important  steps  were  taken 
towards  the  realization  of  a  regional  Junior  Senior 
High  School.  In  January,  the  town  of  Southampton 
voted  to  seek  admission  to  the  Regional  District.  An 
amendment  to  the  District  agreement  was  accepted  by 
all  member  towns  at  annual  town  meetings  admitting 
Southampton,  changing  the  location  of  the  proposed 
school  to  Westhampton  and  changing  the  make-up  of 
the  Committee.  An  operating  budget  for  the  balance 
of  1967  also  passed  in  the  5  towns.  Donald  Buss,  the 
present  Union  Superintendent  was  appointed  Regional 
Superintendent  for  the  rest  of  1967. 

In  March,  three  sub-committees  were  appointed : 
site,  finance  and  curriculum.  Of  necessity,  the  site 
committee  was  the  most  active.  Over  2  dozen  possible 
locations  were  investigated.  Members  of  the  whole 
Committee  spent  many  spring  and  summer  weekends 
fighting  the  briars,  cows  and  barbed  wire  of  West- 
hampton. The  final  selection,  the  so-called  Burt  site 
in  the  center  of  Westhampton,  was  chosen  in  Septem- 
ber. Firms  were  selected  for  topographical  surveys  and 
an  appraisal  of  the  site. 

After  interviews  with  many  firms,  Caolo  &  Bienek 
Associates,  Inc.  of  Springfield  were  selected  as  archi- 
tects for  the  project.  They  will  work  together  with 
Francis  Gina  of  New  York  who  is  responsible  for  some 
excellent  school  designs  in  Connecticut  and  New  York. 
John  F.  Murphy  of  Northampton  was  chosen  as  legal 
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counsel :  he  has  had  much  experience  on  school  proj- 
ects in  Northampton.  Both  a  Committee  accountant  and 
treasurer  have  been  added.  By-laws  for  the  Committee 
have  been  adopted. 

Superintendent  Buss  prepared  a  set  of  educational 
specifications  for  the  Committee.  These  include  sub- 
jects to  be  covered:  number  of  classrooms  for  each 
based  on  projected  enrollment:  amount  of  space  re- 
quired for  such  activities  as  physical  education,  feeding 
and  extra-curricular  offerings:  office,  guidance  and 
health  space.  Two  conferences  were  held  in  Boston 
with  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and 
they  have  given  approval  to  the  specifications. 

The  Committee  voted  to  borrow  $250,000  to  pur- 
chase land  and  to  prepare  final  working  drawings  for 
the  proposed  school.  Of  this  amount  $191,100  is  re- 
imbursable by  the  State.  Discussions  on  the  borrowing 
were  held  with  selectmen  of  the  member  towns  before 
the  final  vote  in  October.  It  was  approved  by  all  five 
towns.  An  operating  budget  for  1968  was  prepared, 
discussed  with  Finance  Committees  and  Assessors  from 
the  towns  and  submitted  for  inclusion  in  their  1968 
budgets. 

During  the  year,  Committee  members  have  been 
visiting  various  regional  schools  to  study  their  con- 
struction and  design,  curriculum,  teaching  methods, 
lunch-room  plans,  library  designs,  heating  and  light- 
ing, and  various  types  of  schoolroom  equipment.  Dis- 
cussions have  been  held  with  members  of  the  Williams- 
burg High  School  and  Southampton  faculties  concern- 
ing what  they  are  doing  now  in  their  subjects  and 
what  they  would  like  to  see  done  in  a  new  school. 
These  meetings  will  continue  in  early  1968  to  cover 
****  complete  curriculum  for  grades  7  through  12. 

The  Committee  hopes  to  have  final  working  draw- 
ings for  the  school  ready  in  mid-1968  so  that  the  towns 
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can  vote  on  the  bond  issue  then,  begin  construction 
that  summer  and  have  the  school  open  in  the  fall  of 
1970. 

We  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Selectmen  and 
Highway  Superintendents  of  the  towns  begin  to  make 
plans  for  the  road  improvements  that  will  be  needed 
by  that  time.  The  Committee  expresses  its  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  town  officials  and  others  non-official  for 
their  cooperation  and  assistance.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Williamsburg : 
Greetings : 

The  Williamsburg  School  Committee,  comprising  Mrs. 
Harry  Warner,  Jr.,  Robert  McCutcheon,  George  Childs, 
Richard  Warren  and  Kenneth  Sherk,  organized  with 
Mrs.  WTarner  as  Secretary  and  Mr.  Sherk  as  Chairman. 
The  Committee  met  regularly  on  the  last  Wednesday 
evening  of  each  month  except  June  and  July,  and  in 
addition  several  special  meetings  were  held.  The  meetings 
are  open  to  the  public. 

No  major  changes  in  administration  personnel  took 
place  during  the  year.  Two  of  our  teachers,  Mrs.  Leon 
McKusick  who  had  taught  Latin  and  Ancient  History  for 
ten  years  and  Miss  Eleanor  Mansfield  who  had  taught  one 
of  the  fifth  grade  classes  for  the  last  five  years,  retired. 

The  need  for  more  classrooms  in  the  Haydenville  build- 
ing led  the  committee  to  partition  the  assembly  hall  to 
provide  two  new  rooms.  In  conjunction  with  this  change, 
alterations  in  the  stairwell  and  hall  were  required  to  pro- 
vide access  to  the  teachers'  room  and  the  office  of  the 
School  Adjustment  Counsellor.  These  constructions  are 
such  that  the  building  can  be  returned  to  its  prior  condi- 
tion with  a  minimum  of  expense  when  the  schoolroom 
space  problems  are  finally  resolved. 

The  number  of  tuition  pupils  increased  along  with  that 
of  our  own  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  students.

The  classroom  situation  will  become  critical  for  a 
couple  of  years  until  a  regional  high  school  is  put  in  ser- 
vice. It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  the  tuition  pupils  allow 
us  to  operate  a  more  comprehensive  high  school  and  more 
economically  than  we  could  alone.  There  were  95  Seniors 
and  32  Junior  High  Pupils  enrolled  from  other  towns  as 
of  September  1967.  The  tuition  rate  has  been  increased 
to  $650  and  $600  for  senior  and  junior  high  schools  res- 
pectively. 

Again  the  General  Court  has  substantially  increased 
the  legal  minimum  salary  for  public  school  teachers.  The 
school  committee  has  adopted  a  new  schedule  which  it 
hopes  will  keep  our  system  competitive.  It  is  difficult  to 
find  good  teachers  who  are  willing  to  teach  under  the  poor 
physical  conditions  that  we  are  forced  to  offer  —  it  is 
impossible  if  the  salary  is  lower  than  the  average  of 
comparable  systems. 

The  Committee  takes  this  oportunity  to  acknowledge 
with  thanks  the  contributions  of  individuals  and  organi- 
zations to  various  awards  for  the  achievements  of  our 
students.  The  Committee  also  expresses  appreciation  for 
the  pleasant  and  understanding  relationships  it  has  en- 
joyed in  its  dealings  with  others  throughout  the  year.

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In  February,  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  required 
that  additional  classroom  space  be  found  in  order  to 
alleviate  an  unsafe  condition  at  the  Haydenville  School. 
The  auditorium  was  converted  into  two  additional  class- 
rooms, both  of  which  are  presently  in  use. 

Space  at  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  remains  adequate ; 
but  because  some  high  school  classes  are  currently  being 
conducted  in  the  "Conference  Room,"  there  is  often  no 
place  in  which  to  conduct  needed  special  elementary  help 
sessions  during  the  school  day. 

Reduction  in  the  size  of  elementary  classes  is  one  of 
my  major  objectives,  but  I  see  no  way  to  do  so  until 
after  the  Helen  E.  James  School  becomes  available 
for  elementary  classes  in  1970.  In  the  meantime,  at  least 
on  "classroom  aide"  and  one  "remedial"  teacher  will  be 
engaged  in  order  to  minimize  a  serious  reading  problem 
which  has  been  developing  because  of  oversized  classes. 

At  the  James  School  (the  High  School)  the  expected 
1968-68  7th  grade  enrollment  of  74  pupils  cannot  be 
accommodated  in  the  2  rooms  currently  assigned.  In 
order  to  provide  space  for  these  pupils  and  for  the  even 
larger  classes  which  wil  come  before  1970,  I  have  recom- 
mended that  the  Town  Hall  be  used  for  classes  until  the 
regional  school  is  ready.  Although  somewhat  incon- 
venient for  pupils  and  teachers  alike,  such  a  temporary 
arrangement  is  far  less  costly  than  erecting  temporary 
classrooms,  and  far  more  practical  than  using  a  church 
or  other  similar  structure.  I  ask  the  voters  to  support 
the  School  Committee's  request  for  authority  to  use  the 
Town  Hall  for  classes  until  1970. 

The  educational  program  at  the  High  School  has  now 
reached  the  point  where  continued  expansion  has  been 
halted  and  where  some  reduction  in  course  offerings  may 
be  necessary  as  of  September  of  1968.  At  the  present 
time,  the  building  is  certified  safe  for  300  persons  and 
we  expect  an  enrollment  of  about  420  pupils  next  year. 
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The  requirement  of  all  cities  and  towns  to  provide 
Kindergartens  by  1973  is  now  law.  By  that  time  it  is 
quite  likely  that  the  three  existing  school  buildings  will 
be  in  use  as  follows : 

Haydenville  School  (6  rooms,  temporarily  8) 
Kindergarten  —  3  rooms 
Grade  1  —  3  rooms 

Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  (6  rooms) 
Grade  2  —  3  rooms 
Grade  3  —  3  rooms 

Helen  E.  James  School  (14  rooms) 
Grade  4  —  3  rooms 
Grade  5  —  3  rooms 
Grade  6  —  3  rooms 
Library  —  1  room 

Special  Class  —  1  room 

Health  facilities  —  1  room 

Administration  space  —  1  room 

All  purpose  room  —  1  room 

Again  by  statute  Physical  Education  must  now  be 
conducted  for  90  minutes  per  week  for  all  elementary 
pupils  and  120  minutes  per  week  for  all  secondary  pupils. 
We  are  presently  meeting  this  minimum  standard  for  our 
elementary  pupils  by  counting  recess  time  in  addition  to 
regular  Physical  Education  classes.  At  the  high  school 
level,  however,  we  are  only  able  to  provide  90  minutes  per 
week  for  about  75%  of  the  pupils.  The  remaining  25% 
receive  no  Physical  Education  at  all. 

With  federal  funds  received  under  a  grant  through 
Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act, 
a  6  week  summer  school  was  conducted  for  the  first  time. 
Actually  a  cooperative  project  involving  Williamsburg, 
Southampton,  Westhampton  and  Worthington,  the  four 
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school  systems  pooled  their  grants  in  order  to  operate 
the  program  more  effectively.  The  purpose  of  the  sum- 
mer school  was  to  provide  intensive  remedial  instruction 
in  Reading  and  Mathematics  for  a  limited  number  of 
elementary  pupils  thought  to  be  severly  handicapped  in 
either  or  both  of  these  areas. 

As  a  result  of  Worthington's  decision  to  place  all  of 
its  children  (grades  K-12)  under  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Gateway  Regional  School  District,  that 
community  will  drop  out  of  our  School  Superintendency 
Union  #51  at  the  end  of  the  1967-68  school  year.  The 
Town  of  Goshen  has  expressed  a  desire  to  join  our  school 
union  at  the  same  time  but  it  may  not  be  possible  for 
them  to  do  so  for  at  least  another  year.  Once  completed, 
these  two  changes  will  result  in  the  membership  of  the 
school  union  becoming  identical  to  that  of  the  Hampshire 
Regional  School  District  —  a  very  desirable  arrangement. 

Speaking  for  the  children  of  Williamsburg,  I  wish  to 
convey  to  you  a  sincere  appreciation  for  your  willingness 
to  undertake,  at  great  financial  sacrifice,  the  construction 
of  a  regional  junior-senior  high  school  in  order  to  provide 
the  best  posible  education  for  the  youth  of  the  community.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


The  annual  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  January  1  through  December  1967. 

Clas  room  inspection  was  made  in  all  elementary  grade 
rooms  the  first  week  of  school  for  reasons  of  personal 
hygiene. 

The  Audiometer  was  borrowed  from  the  Amherst 
Public  Health  office  on  January  3  and  returned  on  Jan- 
uary 20.  700  children  were  screened.  6  failed  this  screen- 
ing and  notices  were  mailed  to  the  parents. 

January  23  —  Our  dental  hygiene  program  was  en- 
couraged by  the  aid  of  posters,  booklets  and  instruction 
kits  from  a  tooth  paste  company. 

January  27  —  Miss  Genieve  Ely,  dental  hygienist  from 
the  State  Public  Health  office,  visited.  Elementary  grade 
pupils  were  given  dental  certificates  to  be  signed  by  the 
family  dentist  showing  that  the  children  do  make  regular 
visits  to  a  dentist.  40  were  returned. 

March  3  - 17  &  31  —  Our  school  dentist,  Dr.  Modestow, 
examined  218  children.  833  treatments  were  needed.  Of 
the  218  children  screened  9  did  not  need  any  dental  care. 

All  elementary  grade  pupils  are  weighed  and  measured 
twice  during  the  school  year.  The  high  school  pupils  are 
weighed  and  measured  at  the  time  of  their  physical 
examination. 

January  6  —  A  visit  was  made  to  a  West  Springfield 
school  with  14  other  school  nurses  to  learn  how  to  pro- 
perly use  the  new  Titmus  Vision  test  machine. 
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February  21  and  28  —  Vision  tests  were  done  on  39 
kindergarten  children.  1  failed  this  test. 

April  3  —  Open  house  was  held  for  entering  first  grade 
children  and  parents  were  advised  of  the  following  health 
requirements:  all  entering  children  must  be  successfully 
vaccinated  against  Small  Pox  and  immunized  against 
diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus ;  also  measles  and 
polio  or  other  such  communicable  diseases  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  Exceptions 
are  made  only  if  it  is  detrimental  to  the  child's  health. 
The  school  physician  will  accept  a  certificate  from  the 
family  doctor  of  this  fact. 

April  24  —  The  Tuberculin  Tine  Test  was  done  by 
Mrs.  Houston  on  41  seniors,  60  freshmen,  66  first  graders, 
1  secretary  and  6  teachers.  The  results  were  read  on 
April  27.  1  positive  reaction  was  found.  The  pupil  was 
x-rayed  at  Leeds  Sanatorium  and  found  to  be  negative. 

May  15  —  A  measles  clinic  was  held.  32  pre-school 
children  and  31  first  and  second  grade  children  were 
vaccinated. 

May  16  —  A  movie,  "Let's  Play  Safe,"  was  obtained 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  in  Boston  to  try 
to  impress  the  elementary  grade  children  to  act  and  play 
more  safely  on  the  school  grounds. 

Sept.  19  —  A  meeting  was  attended  at  the  Cooley 
Dickinson  Hospital  on  Upper  Respiratory  Infections. 

Oct.  18  —  Vision  tests  were  completed.  718  pupils  were 
tested.  56  failed  this  test  and  notices  were  sent  home 
to  parents.  11  forms  have  been  returned  at  this  time. 

During  September,  October  and  November  Dr.  Hobbs 
was  assisted  with  107  physical  examinations  of  pupils 
who  take  part  in  competitive  sports. 
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To  date  Dr.  Hemenway  has  been  assisted  with  79 
physical  examinations  of  first  and  third  grade  children 
in  Haydenville. 

31  home  visits  have  been  made  in  regard  to  absentees, 
follow  up  after  physicals  and  as  a  result  of  classroom 
inspections. 

First  aid  is  given  to  minor  bruises,  cuts  or  abrasions. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Buss,  the  School  Committee,  the 
school  Physicians,  teachers  and  parents  for  their  coopera- 
tion.
